‘Milliken proposes 
lowest NU tuition 


of Afghanistan, Hamid Karzai increase since '97

On Wednesday, May 
25, inside of an unassuming 
aircraft hangar and under the 
watchful eyes of several dozen 
Seeret Service agents, Hamid 
Karzai, the first democratically 


elected president of 
Afghanistan, began his 


davlony tour of the Omaha 
area, Fle spoke to about 300 
airmen at Offutt Air Force Base 
at 9:15 a.m. before moving on 
to the Parry Knobbe Farm 
and Feedvards in West Point 
and then to UNO to receive an 
honorary Doctorate of Letters, 
At UNO, Karzai viewed 
the Arthur and Daisy Paul 
Afghanistan Collection and 
the Luke Powell Photographic 
Collection ine the University 
Library and then received his 
degree from. the university 
in a ceremony at the Strauss 
Performing Arts Center. 
Several members of UNO 
faculty and administration 


including UNO — Faculty 
Senate President — Hollis 


Glaser, Thomas Gouttierre, 
and Chancellor Nancy Belck 
attended the Conferral of 
Degrees ceremony. UNO 
Student —President/Regent 
Elizabeth Kraemer, University 
of Nebraska President James 
Milliken, Mayor Mike Fahey 
and Lt. Gov. Rick Sheehy were 
also in attendance. 


During her opening 


statements, Belck said, “This 
is, indeed, an extraordinary 
day for the state of Nebraska, 


the city of Omaha and the 
University of Nebraska. It isa 
day we have long awaited.” 

Karzai’s visit == was 
prompted by a long-standing 
relationship with Gouttierre 
and as part of a weeklong tour 
of the United States, which 
also included stops in Boston 
and Washington D.C. 

Belek presented 
Karzai's degree. During 
her presentation, — Belck 
commented on Karzai’s 
commitment to the education 
of his people and on the 
promise of UNO's continued 


involvement — in aiding 
Mehanistan’s education 


system, 

Fahey presented asmiling 
Karzai with a kev to the city 
as well. Karzai expressed a 
desire to open and maintain a 
relationship with Omaha. 

“Today is a great day for 
me. ‘Tivo great honors in the 
same day in the same city,” 
Karzai said as a crowd filled 
with his large entourage of 
more than 25, representatives 
of nearly 300 Afghan families 
from the Omaha area and 
many members of the UNO 
community applauded. 

“Thope that, with that key, 
I can open a sister city plan 
with Kabul,” he said again to 
another eruption of applause. 

Karzai also expressed 
gratitude to the state of 
Nebraska and to Gouttierre, 

“Nebraska has done for 
Afghanistan what no other 
state has clone,” he said.

More than 40,000) people 
between the ages of 19 and 29 in 


Nebraska alone are 
uninsured, according to a 
2003 U.S, Census Bureau 
report. This — college- 
aged population has the 
highest uninsured rate in 
Nebraska. 

Bob Kerrey said 
that sometimes it is a 
terrible burden to be an 
American. 

Kerrey came to 
UNO’'s Milo Bail Student 
Center — last — Friday 
morning to give the keynote speech 
for the National Conference for 
Community and Justice. The former 
Nebraska governor and senator

drew a crowd of 150 with his speech 
topic: “The Courage to Think 
Globally.” He discussed in length 
the 40 million United States citizens 
that are currently uninsured and the 
struggles of being a superpower in 
the position to help the world while 
still looking in at America’s own 
communities. 

“We have a substantial 
obligation both at home and 
abroad,” Kerrey said. 

Kerrey tied the events of 
9/11 to diseases like SARS, AIDS, 
tuberculosis and malaria, diseases 
which Kerrey feels “we are doing, 
precious little to cure.”

Another University of Nebraska tuition 
increase is on the horizon. But this time around, 
' the increase may come as a pleasant surprise to 
‘those students that have become accustomed 
to the double-digit increases of the previous 
‘four years. 
On Friday, June 10, University of Nebraska 
President James Milliken will present the Board 
of Regents with his proposed tuition increase 


of ® percent. 

“T think that a 
reasonable tuition 
ingrease oof 5 
percent will make 
progress towards 
achieving the goals 
of affordable, high 
quality education 
for Nebraskans,” 
Milliken said. 

This tuition

increase is the lowest increase of the past eight 
years, with the 2002-2003 to 2003-2004 increase 
‘hitting an exhausting 15 percent. 
i Milliken attributes this low percentage 
to the stable base of state support and the 
additional support to need-based financial aie. 
He said that the growing Nebraskan economy 
allowed the state to invest in its own future 
by appropriating more funds to the university 


While the increase is modest compared 
jto the previous years, it does come with the 
understanding that there will be more budget 
reductions. 


With such a low increase, the 


i university comes up $7 million short, a majority 


iof which is from UNL. 
Milliken said that the budget reductions 
i will be different for each campus. He feels that 


: raising tuition any more to cover the shortfalls 
puts an undue burden on the students.

“The most important challenge 
tothe U.S, to me is the individual act 
to live beyond ourselves,” Kerrey 
said 

The conference’s mission is 
intended “to make our nation a 
better place for all of us. Not just 
some of us.” 

“The Courage to Think 
Globally,” focused on what Kerrey 
called ‘real patriotism.’ 

“We felt like not just a nation, 
but that the world is as one,” Kerrey 
said, recalling the events of 9/71 and 
Nebraska’s own times of difficulty, 
like the tornado of 1975. 

Kerrey laid out his own solution 
to end the crisis of the uninsured,

calling on President’ George W. 
Bush to see the need. 

“There are too many problems 
that simply won't yield,” Kerrey 
said. 

Barb Angelito, director of the 
NCC) Midwestern region, said that 
the conference is intended to raise 
awareness about important social 
justice issues. 

Kerrey fielded questions from 
the audience after his speech and 
then moved on to visit the Charles 
Drew Community Health Center, 
a health center in North Omaha 
that pives health care according, to 
income levels and family size.

On May 14, Mavericks baseball won 
its first North Central Conference title in 
24 years by defeating Minnesota State- 
Mankato 5-2 at Seymour Smith Park. 
The Mavericks trailed 2-1 in the bottom 
of the third but took advantage of a two- 
out error to score three straight runs on 
four hits. UNO tacked on an insurance 
run in the fifth to bring home the title. 

The win gave the Mavericks the third 
seed in the four-team NCAA regional 
in Warrensburg, Mo., which started on 
May 19. 

In the regional, the Mavericks lost 
their first game 3-0 to Wayne State 
giving Senior Troy Cloyd his first loss 
in nine starts. UNO turned around and 
posted a 7-4 win over Emporia State to 


advance through the losers bracket. In 
the second game of the losers bracket, | 
the Mavericks showed off just how! 
explosive their offense can be. UNO 
scored 19 runs off of 20 hits as they 
took revenge on Wayne State for the: 
earlier loss in the tournament. The 19-3 . 
win put the Mavericks in the regional ; 
championship against No. | ranked - 
Central Missouri State and one game 
away from the Division If College World ' 
Series in Montgomery, Ala. The Mules 
stomped the Mavericks’ hopes into the 
ground with a 10-1 victory. 

The 2005 Mavericks set a school 
record with 42 wins. Six Mavericks were 
named to the All NCC team and three 
Mavericks were named to the NCAA All- 
Regional team. Cloyd was also named a 
Rawlings All-American. 


UNO Faculty Senate hears from 
Milliken, thanks outgoing senators

On Wednesday, May IL at 2 p.m., 
the UNO faculty senate met for the final 
time under leadership of President Wally 
Bacon to hear University of Nebraska 
President James Milliken present his 
plans for maintaining student enrollment 
and for retaining graduates in the state. 

Bacon’s successor, Hollis Glaser, was 
among the more than 20 senators present 
as Milliken spoke and fielded questions 


from the group. Fle maintained that 
increased cooperation in cducation at 
many levels would be necessary to make 
his proposed plan work. 

“A lot of changes are needed to build 
a new partnership with governments, 
local and state, and public schools,” he 
said. 

Milliken’s six-plank platform was still 
in its planning stages at the time of the 
meeting. Included in the six planks was 
one calling for sustaining high quality : 
programs for undergraduates, graduate ,

On Thursday, May 26, UNO faculty 
and students participated in a teleconference 
entitled “Creating a Welcoming Environment 
for Gay, Lesbian, Bisexual, Transgender, and 


| Queer Students.” 


The teleconference featured Joe Bertolino 
from Queens College, New York, and Bil 
Laipold from Rutgers-Newark, New Jersey. 
The two recently collaborated on a program 
called “When the Gays Move into Mr. Roger’s 
Neighborhood.” 

Bertolino and Leipold spoke at tength 
about issues concerning GLBTQ = students, 
including heterosexual privilege, de jure 
discrimination against non-heterosexual 
students, gay marriage, and transgender 
issues, 

Thev also dealt with the ambiguity of 
terms such as “heterosexual privilege,” which 
is a general term for the heterosexual bias in 
marriage, child custody, property inheritance, 
and other areas. 

UNO Faculty Senate President Hollis 
Glaser, who was in attendance, said, “We live 
ina homophobic, helerosexist environment.” 

Bertolino and Leipold, however, did offer 
some suggestions and guidance to GLBTO 
groups, such as being realistic and: using 
appropriate student opinion surveying,

In regards to Gouttierre, Karzai said that 
he has opened many opportunities up to 
and created a sense of understanding, for 
Afghanistan. 

“Tom Gouttierre is the man who has 
done that. Sometimes we call him the son 
of America. Most often we call him a son of 
Afghanistan,” he said. 


Student Affairs hosted the conference 
on campus. Barbara Treadway-Janousek, 
director of Student Organizations and 
Leadership, and Judicial Officer Kent Lavene 
were present to conduct the teleconference. 
The program was part of a series offered by 
Magna Publishing, Inc. 

According to Lavene about fifteen people 
were expected to attend but many more 
attended. 

“We were thrilled to have 35 faculty, 
stalf, students and community members in 
attendance. Tam, however, not surprised by 
the number of supportive people among our 
campus community,” said Lavene, 

He wenton tosay that the continuation of 
the dialog was important. He and Treadway- 
Janousek want to establish a regular forum to 
discuss GLBTQ issues. 

Lavene and Treadway-Janousek are not 
the only two people concerned about GLBTQ 
issues, 

“T know there is a lot of homophobia on 
this campus,” saicl Glaser. 

She went on to say that signs in support 
of GLBTQ groups have been tom down. 

“ft is important that we create a culture 
at UNO which welcomes diversity in all of 
its facets, and where we have an opportunity 
to openly discuss difficult issues with one 
another, even if they make us uncomfortable 
or angry,” Glaser said. 


Karzai acknowledged the length of 
time that United States forces have been in 
Afghanistan and asked) that Americans be 
patient and vigilant in their efforts to support 
Afghan reconstruction. 

“My plea for today is that you remain 
with Afghanistan. Be steady. Stay friendly 
with Afghanistan.”

What exactly is a 
filibuster? According te the 
Web site, thefreedictionary. 
com, a filibuster is the use 
of obstructionist tactics, 
especially prolonged 
speechmaking, for the 
purpose of — delaying 
legislative action. 

The filibuster, as defined 
above, caused quite the stir 
last month. 

The arguments have 
been intense as Bush's 
choices for Supreme Court 
will continue long after he's 
no longer president. Both 
sides have been trying to 
get their way on this issue 
through a variety of means, 
including rallying voters 
and putting out ads, 

Modeled after a similar 
action taken by students 
and faculty from Princeton, 
UNO's College Democrats 
teamed up with MoveOn 
Political Action Committee, 
a Democratic committee 
started during the Clinton 
presidency, to stage a 24-

hour vigil protesting the 
elimination of the filibuster. 

The vigil, called “The 
People Speak”, was held at 
the Federal Courthouse at 
18th and Dodge Streets on 
May 16 and 17. 

When the event began 
at noon and until midnight, 
around 70 people were 
present, reading — from 
such publications such as 
the Federalist Papers and 
Shrub: The Short by Happy 
Presidential Life of George 
W. Bush by Molly Ivins. In 
addition to the readings, 
various political topics were 
discussed. By the time the 
vigil ended at 2 p.m., the 
rest of the afternoon there 
were eight people present. 
The event included UNO 
alums, current students and 
others who just wished to 
protest. 

' One protester, Lauren 
Himnain, was there as part 
of a peace and justice group 
from his church, He said that 
he saw the vigil as a way to 
inform people about their 
rights and that the filibuster 
is an important piece to the 


elimination of filibuster 


people's rights. 

“A filibuster is a tool 
of democracy to protect 
minority rights, in the sense 
that the minority always 
has the right to voice their 
opinion in the United States 
Senate regardless of which 
party is in power,” he said. 

He went on to say 
that the Supreme Court 
is important in_ protecting 
minority rights as well, and 
that the current selection of 
judges could be detrimental 
to minority rights, making 
the filibuster especially 
important in this case. 

Brian Wiese, a UNO 
graduate who is now part 
of Americans for Informed 
Democracy, a group at UNO 
that tries to bring awareness 
of international issues 
and policies to anyone 
interested, was also present 
at the vigil. 

“The filibuster has been 
around for a long time,” 
Wiese said. He also added 
that blocking the filibuster 
in this case is undemocratic 
and, “we need to create 
awareness about it and,

As per a usual NIN show, the 
instrumental song “Pinion” ominously 
opened the set. The song's dark, rolling 
synths—sounding a little like a steam 
engine ready to blow—still proved to 
be the most effective way of collectively 
raising the anxiety of the crowd. By the 
time the first notes of “The 
Frail” twisted out, the crowd 
had already been moving. 

As a special treat for this 
intimate club tour, Reznor 
revives a hefty amount of 
old songs from the Pretty 
Hate Machine and Downward 
Spiral eras.
